il ODE NOETHERS WILDS 
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DISCOVERIES nr THE BAREEV 
* GROUNDS. 

J. W. Tyrrell'* Report 6n & Jour¬ 
ney in fcn Unmapped 
Region. 

The Canadian Department of the 
Interior has juat published J. W. 
Tyrrell's report of his survey of the 
wide region between Great Slave 
Lake and Hudson's Day, across the 
Durren Grounds. In this Journey he 
crossed an urea of about 90,000 
square miles to tlve north of Dob- 
buunt Lake, that hud never been 
mapped till he brought homo rich 
muterial for this purpose. 

He accomplished 1,729 mfTos of 
surveys, and In doing ttii* he and his 
small party traveled 4,600 miles 
with sdodgos and canoes, llo fixed the 
geographical position of many hun¬ 
dreds of points; .obtained 200 pho¬ 
tographs, the larger part of which 
appear in the volume now publish¬ 
ed; discovered a river, hitherto un¬ 
known, thut is navigable for hun¬ 
dreds of miles; and found tho posi¬ 
tion of the Height of Land thut sep¬ 
arates the livcrji (lowing to tho 
Arctic from thoso which run to 
Hudson’s Buy. 

It was a very notable Journey, lust¬ 
ing from April to December, 1900, 
•involving considerable hardship and 
I the hardest kind of work, but it wus 
enjoyed by every man in the party. 
.There remain very few opportunities 
to curry out exploratory work in 
I North America on so large a scale. 

I The Journey to Hudson’s Bay led 
j Tyrrell straight to Chesterfield In¬ 
let, the long, narrow bit of the »3tv 
ihit penetrates far to the west. 
About one hundred and fifty years 
ago two ships were sent from Eng¬ 
land to try to discover the North¬ 
west Pr.s age to China. 

I After sailing across Hudson's Bay 
they found this deep inlet, up which 
they pushed, believing that these wa¬ 
ters would certainly carry them to 
the Pacific Ocean. They uFoendevi 
about one hundred miles, when they 
discovered that the water wus grow¬ 
ing fresh, and finally they proved 
that It was only a deep narrow 
bay; so they went back 
! VERY MUCH DISGUSTED. 

I Tho Haight of Land, or water 
parting botwixm the rivers of the 
Arctic and the Atluntic systems, is 
not far east of Great Slave laihe ami 
is only l,2.’il feet above the s'ui at 
the place where Tyrrell crossed it. 
A great deal of the country truvers- 
ed was comparatively level. Serii-.i 
of lakes were met extending in uu 
oust nml west direction which great¬ 
ly aosbted the explorer, for travel 
by water in his light canoes wus 
easier than land traveling.

In 
some places there was timber of im¬ 
portant size. 

he tells of a "nice grove of white 
spruce timber containing trees of 10 
Mill 12 inches diameter." This was 
the last timber of inq orlaneu seen 
on the journey east, for this grove 
is not far from the Barren Lands 

Spruce and birch trees an* the 
chief timber in this far Northern re¬ 
gion; and where the timber ceases, 
tho landscape is indeed a picture of 
desolation although it produces much 
gruss, mosses and other vegetable 
life for the support of the numerous 
herds of curibou and im.sk oxen 
which wander over the country. 

We liuvc little idea of the large 
uspecis of Northern Panada. Great 
Slave Lake, for example, is almost 
as large as Lake Erie or Lake On¬ 
tario. One of Tyrrell’s pictures 
show high waves on this lake, in 
Which small boats could scarcely sur¬ 
vive* another shows ice ridges idled 


Utile lake* stretching eastward; fine 
waterfalls in xome of the rlvere, and 
wide and noble etrotchee of the Tho- 
lon River. 

Among the valuable feature* of the 
report are the table* of the determi- 
natioa of latitude and magnetic de¬ 
clination, table* of dietancea and 
elevation and a complote meteorolog¬ 
ical record, all of which covor many 
page*.

THE SAMURAI 07 JAPAN LIVE 
IN FEUDAL FASHION. 

Slight Cause Will Induce a Mem¬ 
ber to Kill iaimaelf by 
Harakiri. 

No section of the Japanese poople 
seems to have *utiered so much from 
the Europeanization of the country 
as the "samurai" or soldier caste. 
Forty years ngo the samurai flour¬ 
ished there as knighthood flourished 
in England in the days of Cocutr de 
Lion; in some respects they were 
even superior to the Norman chiv- 
jalry, for not only hud they to study V 
{etiquette, urchery and horseman¬ 
ship, but also music, reading*, writ¬ 
ing and arithmetic. To-day tho 
Samurai is a figure of the past. 

! With the samurai, as with tho 
knights of old, unquestioning obe¬ 
dience was yielded to feudal ou- 
1 periors. With them, likewise, birth 
and breeding counted, not money. 

T ho word of the samurai was never 
broken; he never survived tho lore of 
his honor; he was gentle as well as 
bravo. In some respects ho resem¬ 
bled the mediueval monk, for he was 
taught to k«*p only thy slightest 
hold material things, oven us the 
cherry blossoms, hi a favorite emblem, 
has only tho slightest hold on the 
cherry tree, from which, after a few 
'days' glory it is blown off by a 
breuth of wind be oro it hus timo to 
grow old and faded. 

DAUB A ROUS PRACTICE. 

One of the strongest shade* of local : 
I color distinguishing Jnpunoo chiv¬ 
alry from that of western nations, is 
the practice "harakiri — suicide by 
'the painful process of disembowel- 
incut, which was extensively prac¬ 
tised by sumurai criminals, who wire 
thus graciously permitted to ticitroy 
themselves instead of being handod 
over to the common executioner. 
This barbarous practice is also pre¬ 
valent among men in hopeless trou¬ 
ble or men ucting out of loyulty to 
a dead superior or as a protest — 
where other protests might le un¬ 
availing — against tho cronoou* 
courses of a living superior.

Nearly everyone knowe oatmeal 
should be cooked long and slowly, 
but how few take time to eo cook 
it in these days of hurried break¬ 
fasts. In % order to have it light, 
flaky and delicious, instead of heavy 
and sticky, and ntill have it ready 
in a few moments, try the following 
method : Put on your double boiler 
when you start your dinner. As 
noon ns the water boils and the oat¬ 
meal is added, move it to the back 
of the stove and let it slowly cook 
all the time you are getting dinner— 
an hour, an hour and a half, or even 
longer.

' WINTER GREENERY. 

Wc can all have a spot of green 
in the house for the tired eyes to 
rest upon if wo take a large, coarse 
sponge, squeeze half dry and sprinkle 
rice, oats, barley, millet, grass and 
red clover seed In the pores. Hang 
whero K gets the morning sun and 
sprinkle it daily. Soon you will have 
a moss of living green, where hero 
and there a red clover blossom. An¬ 
other way is to fill the sponge with 
white clover seed, which, if treated 
in the same wuv, will form a ball 
of little white blossoms, with a 
background of clover leaves. They 
lost for a long time.

We 
want them to give milk 12 months 
in the year, not three months, as 
when natuic provided green grass, 
jund to sjeure the best results we 
must provide succulent teed.

BACK TO BOER FARMS.

I 
also cut HI rows corn and run it. 
through the silo, ears ami all. I 
found t! at 1 could handle it much 
chca]*er in the silo than by the old 
way. 1 have taken from tin* silo 
as much corn as was equal to two 
pounds meal per day and substituted 
one for the other, and if there wns 
uny <ii: eronce it was in favor of the 
corn in the silo. This saves at 
least ono-fifth the grain which it will 
cost in toll to grind it. 

The farmer who has well-cared 
corn si'aeje cannot nfTord to add corn 
meal to Jt. At the model dairy at 
llufmlo last ycur the herdsmen soon 
cut c< rn out of the ration because 
they found they could make milk 
cheaper without it. Putting corn 
in tl e silo which will yield 70 to 80 
bushels per acre is u waste, for the 
cows will not digest so much. Corn 
which will yield 50 bushels cars to 
every ten tons stalks, contains as 
much grain as cows cun digest readi¬ 
ly. 1 plant the same us usual, but 
go through the field before cutting 
and pick ofT tho ripest ears, throw¬ 
ing thisc in piles and when dry 
bring thorn in to the crib to feed to 
pigs or horses. At other way is to 
plant the corn a little thicker, but 
yi t thin enough so that an ear will 
form on each stalk, but not grow so 
big. 

IN HARVESTING 

the corn harvester saves much work. 
One man in the field in loading und 
ond on the wagon in unloading can 
be dispenFdd with if the corn is cut 
and bound in bundles. The blowers 
on some of the cutters are a success, 
but require from one-tliird to one- 
half more power to njfn them. With 
a 16-inch cutter aiyid feet of car¬ 
rier a four-li or so ^engine will give 
power enough t^handle it ns fast ns 
three teams \yill riruw r the corn. If 
you put in coVn rather green und 
use a blower. cutXit rather long, for 
the blower blows all to pieces. 

I prefer to fill the silo slowly and 
would rather tnko]two weeks in fill¬ 
ing than two days. The b<*t kind 
of corn is that which will mature in 
the M»ction where you live. We 
ought to P u t in twice ns much seed 
as if we were going to plant the 
corn in hills 3.J feet each way. 
Twelve quarts per acre I find about 
right. In filling the silo the corn 
must be evenly distributed and pack¬ 
ed down well around tho outside. 

WINTER ON TITE FARM.- 

How should the farmer spend his 
time during the winter, is an im¬ 
portant question. Farm live slock 
should have his first attention. See 
to it thut all animals go into win- 
er quarters in good flesh and health.

DRAWING TEETH. 

The Phonograph la Now TJssd by 
a Paris Dentist. 

M. Donier, one of the leading den¬ 
tists of Paris, is using the phono¬ 
graph to lessen the horror of tooth 
drawing. He has three large estab¬ 
lishments in the busiest part of the 
French capital, and he noticed that 
those patients to whom he was 
obliged lo give an anaeslhetio—no 
matter of what kind, even if it were 
onlf laughing gao— showed un¬ 
favorable symptoms whoa they 
awoke from unconsciousness. their 
cenJition boina' largely due to the 
oliect of the uoiSe of the traffic in 
the street outsido. They suffered 
from severe headache and interfer¬ 
on ce with vision ; but what dis¬ 
tressed them most wus that during 
the time they were under the in¬ 
fluence of the nnaosthetic they had 
usually horrid dreams or imagin¬ 
ings. 

'i he dentist saw that If iTe could 
keep tho ntti.'te from the ears, and 
consequently from tho mind also of 
his patients, greut good would bo 
dene. T he cnly way to do this was 
to create a louder counteracting 
noi p o or sound which should be 
pleasant, not ncr\e irritating. 
Obvio::s:y music was the thing. Lo 
tried a phonograph, and still uses 
it. When a patient is seated in his 
chair ho places tho phonograph's 
tubea to tho ears and allows tho In¬ 
strument to w-ork for a liltlo while.

DISEASE IN THE WELL. 

I'own in the average farm well 
1 !oh the source of much of tho sick¬ 
ness In tho country to-day. In it 
too frequently lurks, amongst oth¬ 
ers, that deadly organism, coli com¬ 
munes, tho active agent in tho pro¬ 
duction of typhoid fever. From tho 
results of official analysis of drink¬ 
ing water, which are continually bo- 
ing made, it is surprising that so 
many are enjoying the measure of 
good health which they do. If you 
i have any doubts as to tho chomical 
or bacteriological purity of that 
which is being used in your homo, 
all it costs to have tho test made is 
the express on a sample to and from 
the Ontario Agricultural College, 
whero tho officials will ho glad to 
make tho required examination. 

When tho rush of fall work is over 
it is a good time to pump tho woll 
out and remove nil decayed animal 
«,r vegetable matter which may have 
collected during tho summer, and if 
a bucket of churcoal, or oven a fow 
small lumps of lime, Ihj placed in tho 
bottom much of tho impurities still 
|remaining will lie nxbsorLed.

Blow to Letter Writing Among 
Women Wins Because of

phone is being used more thnn over 
as a means of communication be¬ 
tween friends in the matter of invi¬ 
tations, for the announcement of 
important ©vents, and for the send¬ 
ing of messages of congratulation 
and condolence. 

Those who cling to the old forms 
soom to be in the minority to-day. 
Tho younger generation refuses to 
be hampered by tho time-consuming 
methods of scvoral years ago, when 
a noto of invitation for instance, 
could not even bo sent through tho 
mail, but must bo delivered by hand. 

Tho modern youth or maiden picks 
up tho telephone and dispatches an 
invitation to lunclieon or the mati¬ 
nee, and even for so serious a func¬ 
tion as a dinner it is quite common 
now for a hostess to call up a friend 
at tho last moment, frankly admit¬ 
ting by the action that sho only 
desires to fill some place that has 
been left vacant at tho last moment. 
FAD FOR TELEPHONE. 

In fact, there is a fad for tele¬ 
phoning messages of this sort now¬ 
adays. When it first gained en¬ 
trance to residences tho telephone 
was intendod as a means of com¬ 
munication betwcon a man's office 
and his home chiefly; then it tx>gan 
to bo used for marketing, for hurry¬ 
ing up slow tradesmen and tho vari¬ 
ous uses connected with housekeep¬ 
ing. 

Dy degrees friends began to mako 
use of tho quick mothod of communi¬ 
cating with each other, and it was 
so dolightfully informal that It to- 
camo a voguo. Of course, old fash¬ 
ioned jH>rHonS regarded with horror 
tho idea of transmitting message* 
of a social nature in this way: hut 
tho ago is in ®uch a hurry that tho 
time saving method hus grown to bo 
accepted us quite tho proper thing.

This was a serious af- I 
fair, and one ponderod over tho an¬ 
swer to send, the extent of social i 
obligation involved, and other imit- j 
tors. 

But tho message over the wire is 1 
different. Ono docs not have time i 
to study questions nn to motives, 
dress, tho people one is t.o moot, or 
any other of tho small problems 
that frequently arise. on tho recep¬ 
tion of a formal invitation. 

Tho telephone bidding reel s of ti e 
up to date. It simply states thnt 
the occasion is Ihcro waiting and it ( 
calks for a quick decision. There is 
no reading between tho lines and 
no timo to ask why and wherefore, j 
It lacks the chilling dignity nml im¬ 
portance that soinotiincs linger quilo 
unintentionally about a note.

Some Folks who Nover Leave 
Tholr Houses. 

: There are two venerable ladies 
! resident at tho present timo in a 
northern suburb of London who for

Most rigidly did the eccen¬ 
tric fellow adhere to tU*< absurd re¬ 
solve. for from thut day onward ho 
retired Into tho privacy of his flat, 
and was seen no irotc by any hu¬ 
man beings save the denizen** of the 
tenement wherein he lived bis 
SOLITARY EXISTENCE. 

Some years ago a young Bul- 
garian merchant of imnan*c wealth 
undertook, for the purposes of ex¬ 
periment, to icniain in a certain 
house for an indefinite jHJiiod, during 
which timo he did not contemplate 
issuing past the threshold for a 
singlo instant. He undertook this 
trial In order that he might ascer¬ 
tain how long a man of ins calibre 
could endure the ordeal «>l pent-up 
existence ; and it says much for his 
powers of endurance thut he was 
able to maintain his position for 
tho space of three and a half years.

CANADA’S GREATNESS 


LONDON TELCQRaA CORRESPOND¬ 
ENT TELLS OF WHAT HE SAW. 


Om of tbs 014 Country Mows paper Mon 
Wrltos Interestingly of tho Land of 
th« Ooldoa Oratn—Dominion Govern¬ 
ment’* Investment Beginning to Bear 
Fruit—What a Traveling Journalist 
Haw In Canada. 

We ara already beginning to no# 

gome of the effect* of the polity of 
the Canadian (Government is giving 
British journalist* a free jaunt in 
Canad*. Of course, it was a pioceVf 
pleasantry to describe these journal¬ 
ists a* 1 ‘leading: British editors." 
They are nothing of the kind; they 
are normal working Journalists, noma 
of whom have access to English jour¬ 
nals of standing. Tho results are aL 
ready appearing. Tho London Tele¬ 
graph's representative thus write*: 

In the course of a rapid journey 
from Quebec to Winnipeg, the nspltal 
of the Province of Manitoba, it hu* 
become more and more difllcult to 
absorb more than a small portion of 
the facts and details that have been 
generously ottered. So great a dis¬ 
tance—one of over 2,000 miles—must 
necessarily cover muny n*w and in¬ 
teresting features, each with Its 
points of particular attraction. The 
traveler must pass through dial riels, 
tho centres of Furious industries, lend 
cultivation, and commercial enter¬ 
prise, und It has therefore become 
impossible to avoid some reference to 
subjects which ut th • time seemed 
put uway and done with. As hund¬ 
red after hundred of miles are trav¬ 
ersed, now over great lakes, now 
across vast fertile plains, one great 
ocean of golden wheat, then through 
•oft, pleasant country, where agri¬ 
cultural industry has won und Is win¬ 
ning victories of peace and prosper¬ 
ity, and then nguin through wonder¬ 
ful mountain passes, the extraordin¬ 
ary nature and vustness of this con¬ 
tinent beeomu mors und more evi¬ 
dent Few peot’le realize that Can¬ 
ada comprises about HO per cent, of 
the British Empire, and one-fifteenth 
of tho total land area of the earth, 
a vast regi.-n bounded on three sides 
by three oceans, a country with a 
varied and romantic history, Inter¬ 
esting social problems, infinite re¬ 
sources, and a people Just awakening 
into national sell-consciousness and 
to a sense of their responsibilities. 

Quebec may tie said to be the real 
starting point of the trip, since It 
was here that th<* party were accom¬ 
modated with a special car, placed at 
thoJr disposal by the management of 
thu Canadian Inciiic Railway. Such 
a courtesy has been much appreciat¬ 
ed, since it leaves the party freer in 
it* movements, and saves all the oth¬ 
erwise troublesome necessity of book¬ 
ing places by ort*‘uiry express trains. 
A most delightful way of breaking 
the monotony of the long railway 
Journey to the west, and also serving 
to illustrate another side of commer¬ 
cial enterprise, is to cross the Great 
Lakes from Owen Sound at tha top 
of the Georgian Bay, on Lake Hur¬ 
on. and proceed to Fort William, the 
other side of Luke Superior. The disr- 
t&nce is about GOO miles, and the 
CroMing of these vast inland seus 
conduces moat forcibly to the un¬ 
derstanding of the enormous size of 
the continent. Here, hundreds of 
miles from the sea borders of either 
coast, are the great fresh water seus, 
on which one may travel for hours, 
even days, without sighting land. 
Down the Georgian Bay are thous¬ 
ands of islets. thirty thousand of 
which have been placed on the ord¬ 
nance maiis. yet I have been assured

The disr- 
t&nce is about (iOO miles, and the 
Crossing of these vast inland seas 
conduooa moat forcibly to the un¬ 
derstanding of the enormous size of 
the continent. Here, hundreds of 
milee from the sea borders of either 
coast, are the great fre«h water sous, 
on which one may travel for hours, 
even days, without sighting land. 
Down the Oeorgiun Bay are thous¬ 
ands of islets. thirty thousand of 
which have been placed on the ord¬ 
nance maps, yet 1 have been assured 
that one may steam at a speed of 
ten knots for eight hours through 
this ttrchipelago without seeing the 
shore. These immense w’atcrwuys 
have built up great shipping inter¬ 
ests, anti to-day the canals uniting 
Lako Superior and Lake Huron pass 
through double the tonnago of ship¬ 
ping uj) tho Sue/. Canal. The carry¬ 
ing trade from the west is enormous, 
as nearly every bushel of wheat 
grown In New Ontario, Manltobts’ond 
tho Northwest Territories is carried 
via the lakes to the eastern seaboard. 
Several lines of passenger steamers 
cross the hikes, and during the sum¬ 
mer months the trip is most agree¬ 
able. In winter it is the roverse, as 
the discomforts are considerably 
greater than crossing ths Atlantic In 
the face of u heavy gale. Very severe 
storms visit these waters during the 
winter months, devastating tho 
shores and greatly damaging the 
whipping, and the seas raised aro 
short, choppy, and apparently come 
all ways at once. At tho top end of 
Lake Huron 1» reached the shore lino 
Is seen to he dotted with sawmills) 
all of which are closed down. For 
ome American energy hud worked too 
fast and without looking to the mor¬ 
row. Tho timber resources in the 
country at the back after a lapse of 
time were exhausted, and th«j Ameri¬ 
can manufacturers at once turned 
their eyes to the greut forests of On¬ 
tario. But the Provincial Parliament 
was determined that, so fur as their 
province was concerned, an ‘essential¬ 
ly Canadian trade, the lumber indus¬ 
try, should not fall into the hands of 
tho Invader. Unable to impose an 
export duty which naturally distaste¬ 
ful to the authoril ies at Washington, 
could bo cancelled by the Dominion 
Government for diplomatic reasons, 
an order-ln-council was passed meet¬ 
ing with severe penalties any person 
taking lumber out of the* country, 
und requiring any person cutting 
lumbsr to hold a license, renewable 
yearly, which could bo instantly tak¬ 
en away should any of the regula¬ 
tion* imposed he transgressed. Tho 
result to-day is seen by tho silent 
mill* on the American shore. 

Tho first points of more than ord¬ 
inary interest on the route to the 
great wheat fields are the two little 
townships of Fort William and Port 
Arthur, situated at the head of Lake 
Huporior, where tho traveler rojoins 
the railway for the Far West. The 
two places, with a united population 
of Homo 10,000 souls, are separated 
by three miles only, and united by 
an electric tramway, yet their rival¬ 
ry is enormous. Their position U 

such that a few more year* mu*t see 
a rapid growth on both parts. At 
present Fort William enjoys the more 

natural advantages, ab it possesses u 

fine harbor in the River Kuministi- 
quia. The trude and commerce is 
very large, and necessarily so. since 
the bulk of the jjrain from the west 
is shipped from these points. Last 
year twenty million bushels of grain, 
about two-fifths of the entire crop in 
Canada, passed through Fort Wil¬ 
liam. Tho importance of tho two 
town* is recognized, not poly by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company, 
wfclch is ubout tq spend about a mil¬ 
lion dollars on works, but also by 
the Dominion Government, which has 
given out a contract for various im-

To¬ 
day, at the end of three years, he 
owns his own home, iwul has more 
work than he und his sons can com¬ 
fortably achieve. It Is true that 
garihnihg is not a strong point of 
Can <liun life, but that is largely due 
to the fa«*t Unit the Canadian gives 
little uttenth n to It He thinks of 
his grain crops. 

From Foit William tho traveler 
staids <>n the l«>n: jomn *y of nearly 
-.biMi miles to the Pacific coast, but 
Uic greater part of the first stage to 
Winnipeg — nearly 5C0 miles -- Js 
through a country of little value us 
yet. lint It Is pretty enough to th<* 
eye. as for miles the train i nns I o- 
twoin small Ittk.es, forming graceful 
scenery and offering opportunities for 
Oshing un i shooting. Winnipeg is kt- 
Mt'lf an ns*orisbitig example of enter¬ 
prise and push It is the capital of 
Muniloba, a pm ince equal in area 
to the United kingdom, und on * of 
the most fertile wheat-growing dis¬ 
tricts in the world. Thirty years ugo 
tho population was 1200: to-day it 
number* nearly oO.ooo, u nd it is no 
mushroom growth. The city hus de¬ 
veloped of necessity. It is a great 
conitiffi ial ci litre, although Its trad¬ 
ing is dom* n grain. The width of 
.its streets, the handsome appearance 
and stability , f its buildings, the 
general air of business and prosper¬ 
ity indicate the existence of u great 
community alive to its interests. 
Winnipeg is tt remarkable city, und 
.V‘-t half an hour's drive will take 
one out into the*great prairie*, away 
to the great wheat Helds, to that 
bind at (he go'd. n grain to which we 
have been speeding MO hurriedly.
